“This chain was started by an 
American officer in Flanders, 
and should go round the world 
nine times.

Violation of Agreement 
As To Con.merce

MONTREAL, May 26—The 
is first direct effect of the sever- 
: ance of the trade relations be- 
tween Cnaada and Sovict Russia 
came Wednesday night when 
officials of the Soviet trade com- 
mission here announced through 
the Canadian Press the annul- 
ment of the contract that had 
already been entered into be- 
tween the commission and West- 
ern Canadian horse breeders for 
the purchase by Kuassia of 4,000 
horses. Jt was also stated that 
other prospective contracts had 
now been cancelled. 

Decide to Break 

OTTAWA, May 26—The gov- 
ernment las decided to termin- 
ate immediately the trade agree- 
ment with Russia, it was an- 
nounced following a lengthy 
meeting of the cabinet Wednes- 
day afternoon. 


Premier King, in making the an- 
nouncement, declared that this act- 
ion had been decided upon after a 
full discussion of the situation crea- 
ted through the decision of the Brit- 
ish government to sever its rela- 
tions with Soviet Russia. Evidence 
in the hands of the Canadian gov- 
ernment made itt clear, the premier 
said, that certain sections of the 
agreement between Canada and 
Russia had been violated by the 
Russian government. 

Premier King pointed out that the 
agreement was subjéct to termina- 
tion unless certain conditions were 
fulfilled. He specifically quoted a 
provision that the parties to the 
agreement agreed to refrain ‘‘from 
hostile action or undertakings 
against the other and from conduct- 
ing outside of its own borders any 
official propaganda direct or in- 
direct against the institutions of the 
British Empire or the Russan Soviet 
republic respectively.” 


Agreement Violated 


Premier Baldwin's statement in 
the British House of Commons Tues- 
day and evidence before the Canad- 
fan government had made it clear, 
the premier said, that this agree- 
ment had bern violated. 

Premier King stated emphatically 
that termination of the trade agree- 
ment would rot mean discontinu- 
ance of trade between Canada and 
Russia. It would mean that certain 
quasi-diplomatic privileges -enjoyeti 
by the Russian trade commission 
would be terminated ‘but every effort 
would be continued to further trade 
between Canada and Ruasia in the 

manner in which Canadian’ 
t@de relations with other national 
Wire conducted.
